Why Theodore never wont to Europe
to play I do not understand ns ho bad ro
pejtted opportunltiM Ho acquired a great
reputation among European musicians with
out over having conducted there

Those who cnrao hero and appeared
under his direction carried back with thorn
tho accounts of his great ability So it
came that the greal composers of Europe
were always glad to hnvo him
their music In manuscript

THE HOOKWORM DISKASE
WORLDWIDE SCOURGE

Cause of filokncti and Poverty In Asia
ami Africa as Well at In the
Southern States Science Knowledge
or the Peit MeaiurM or Prevention

Hookworm has been brought
into prominent notice in the United States
during tho lout few years owing to the
discovery that muoh of tho sickness and
some of the adverse economic conditions-
of the South are due to Us widespread
existence

Up to 1803 no authentic case of the dis
ease was recognized as such In the Unllod
States In 1002 Dr Charles Wnrdoll
Stiles of the Publlo Health nnd Marino
Hospital Service showed that a distinct
hookworm which was named Vnclnaria
americana man In the southern
States of

ThoanromJa so prevalent In the South
and so debilitating to a largo number of
the inhabitants as to give rise to the ex
pression lazy whites Is said to bo almost
entirely duo to hookworm disease Ac-

cording to Stiles districts nituated on n
clay soil and cltio are not favorable to
the development of tho malady but In
the agricultural regions in which tho soil
Is sandy Infection takes place readily

Tbo nmcmla is caused by a loechliko
blood sucking parrtalto which infests the
small Intestine Oandwlth of Calm
Egypt believes that the ancient Egyptians
suffered from this form of as u
number of roforonoes tallying with the
modern descriptions of the affection are
found In ancient writings

Within modern times this particular
kind of nnicmia was described In Brazil
by Piso In 1018 Lnbnt In 1742 or 1745

observed It In Guadeloupe Chevalier In
17SJ In Santo Domingo Dazlllo and Bason
in 1770 In tho Antilles and Edwards In
17801703 In Jamaica

In Europe the disease was first noted
among the miners of Auzln France In
IR03 Tho parasite however was not dis-

covered until 183 by Dubin of
Grioslnger in 18S4 first showed
rotation of the parasitical disease to anemIa

The worm the malady Is says
Stiles somewhat different In Europe nnd
in tho Old World generally from that of
this continent It Is known In Europe

It has a remarkably wldo distribution
being found in almost nil tropical and
subtropical regions and In many parts

In Belgium and Germany It prevails largely

alto Is not found and in Porto Rico it is tho

From tho above account it will Ixj gath-
ered that hookworm dlsenfo has n very ox-

In hot or warm climates while as A cause
of permanent endemic disease it Is almost
wholly confined to tropical or subtropIcal
countries Italy being tho only country
which Is an exception to that rule

the hookworm takes place them is by no

Tho development of tho ova takes place In
muddy water mud or damp earth while
for tho final stage and In order they may

become sexually mature worms thoy
must enter the tissues of a
Tills probably takes place means of
foul drinking water or perhaps moro
commonly by being transferred In tho act
of eating from earthsolled hands to tho
mouth or by a direct penetration of tho
skin Hence it Is most common to find
tho affection In persons who work In tho
earth

All are agreed that the disease Is essen-
tially ono of soil but It Is not now be
lieved that drinking water however foul
plays any part in its causation nor oven
that eating dirt stained food is n very Im-

portant factor The trend of opinion is
toward the belief that direct Infection Is
tim main causo

Tho majority of those who work in
tropical climates are scantily clothed
nnd seldom or newer wear coverings on their
feet or legs end it Is surmised that tho
worms swarming In the earth effect an
entrance to tho body by means of the

nnd legs of tho workers
Treatment by drugs Is effective male

fom and thymol especially the latter
being excellent cumtivo remedies Pre-
vention nevertheless nn in most diseases
of a parasitic nature Is tho roost effective
mode of extirpation

Much can doubtless be done in the way
of disinfecting tho soil but this method
although radical and efficient is expensive
and presents many difficulties There are
ninny other precautionary measures which
might 1m adopted and would do much
to curb the spread of tho disease

Of these personal cleanliness anti good
sanitary arrangements generally stand
In tho front rank Protection to the foot
and logs Is also an obvious precaution and
ono which If put into universal practice
among the Inhabitants of tropical regions
would bo n step in the right direction of
Inestimable importance
